FARMERS REALIZE VALUE 
OF MANURE CONSERVATION 

Realizing that farm manure con- 
tains much valuable plant food and 
organic matter, Kentucky farmers 
this year are giving increased at- 
tention to its conservation and care- 
ful use, according to R. E. Steph- 
enson, a member of the soils and 
crops department of the College of 
Agriiulture. Many farmers are 
realizing that the manure produced 
on their farms ia the cheapest 
source of plant food which they 
have and aa a result the material 
is being hauled and spread frequent- 
ly or stored properly instead of be- 
ing left in the barnyard where it is 
exposed to weather conditions that 
leach out the plant food. 

"Experiments and experiences of 
different farmers show that several 
factors denermine the method in 
which manure should be used," Mr. 
Stephenson said. "On heavy soils, 
better results usually are obtained 
when the manure is plowed under 
because it can be mixed with the 
soil in this day and the decay of it 
will tend to open up soils which have 
a compact texture. 

"The coarser the material, the 
more advisable it is to turn it under 
rather than to top dress with it- 
Coarse, strawy manure, if not plow- 
ed under in the fall, gives best re- 
sults when turned under early in the 
to allow time for miving and 
pacting the soil and manure.

GOVERNMENT IMPROVEMENT 
OF OUR COMMUNITY CENTERS 

Brother Simeon Fess, of the na- 
tional house of representatives, is 
prejaring to be an unprogressive 
"watch dog of the treasury." Listen 
to his pronouncement: 

"Now that national government 
eipenses are being heavily reduced, 
let us nail the freak bills that will 
be introduced to eat up the sav- 
in*" 

Sounds very careful and patriotic, 
doesn't it f But the truth is that 
Brother Fess refers to bills that are 
intended to help masses of the peo- 
ple of whom the government never 
before thought of doing anything ex- 
cept to govern t hein and tax them. 
For instance, the government is now 
building a lot of public roads. We 
have no doubt at all that some con- 
gressmen will introduce a bill pro- 
viding that where the nation is build- 
ing a paved street, it shall also pave 
as part of the same project a few 
extra cross streets wherever the 
work passes through a community, 
centei- — that is, a small town. And 
if the bill is any good at all, it will 
provide that the government, at its 
own expense, shall put in storm sew- 
ers before the pavement is laid, and 
extend those sewers to the farms in 
good time. 

Brother Fess would immediately 
denounce that bill as a "freak," but 
in truth it is pure common sense. 
If pavements are laid through the 
open country, the farmer who drives 
on them should not find mud streets 
at the end of his drive in the coun- 
try town. If he finds a few well pav- 
ed cross streets in the village, he 
will come often and nothing will be 
better for the farmer, his wife and 
his sons and daughters than to visit 
the nearby town often. It will mean 
for them entertainment, friendships, 
extension of education and more 
prosperity in their business. All of 
which is an asset to the nation as a 
whole. 

Let the government pave and sew- 
er (for mere health precaution) our 
small towns and — in time — provide 
power and light utilities for them. 
Any community so helped will pros- 
per so greatly that it will be able to 
replace the facilities when the time 
for repl acement arrives.

All warehouses in the barley belt, 
valued at more than *S,008.000, will 
be transferred to the Bnrley Tobac- 
co (Growers' Co-operative Associa- 
tion, plan* announced at the ad- 
journment of the first meeting of the 
board of directors at Islington in- 
dicated. 

Four meetings of warehousemen 
from different sections of Kentck.j, 
and from Indiana and Ohio, will be 
called by Ralph M. Barker, director 
of warehouses. 

The first will be held at Carroll - 
ton today at which warehousemen 
from the northwestern section of 
the hurley district and from Indiana 
will gather to hear the plan which 
has been tentatively drawn np by 
the association. 

Other meetings will be held at 
Shelbyville, December 21; Maysville, 
December 22, and Lexington, Decem- 
ber 23. 

The last day, the board of direc- 
tors will hold its second meeting to 
approve the terms negotiated by Mr. 
Barker for the transfer of the ware- 
houses to the association. 

Under the tentative plan adopted, 
Kentucky will be divided into four 
warehouse districts, in each of which 
a subsidiary corporation to handle 
and store tobacco belonging to the 
association. 

Each subsidiary will be under 
cross contract with the association 
to handle the tobacco of the asso- 
ciation at cost, and in return, the 
association agrees to pay all costs 
of operation, including purchasing 
payments. 

Directors of each subsidiary will 
be independent of the association in 
order to comply with rulings by the 
banks and government credit agen- 
cies.

The volume of cream delivered to 
creameries daring the week has con- 
tinued to show an increase over the 
same week last year. It is generally 
recognized that in most territories, 
at present, grain can be fed for milk 
production and give a larger return 
than if disposed of direct. 

Increased butter receipts have 
caused a slight decline in market 
values, with corresponding lower 
prices prevailing for butterfat, but 
even at present prices the compari- 
son on buttertut prices is still favor- 
able. 

There has been a continuous heavy 
movement of poultry during the 
tfeek, but prices are generally un> 
changed. 

Continued open weather has re- 
sulted in further increases in the 
supply of fresh eggs, and as there is 
still a large quantity of eggs in stor- 
age, it has resulted in somewhat low- 
er prices, both in buying and selling.
